talk to Morgenthau. 


Before entering the treasury. Sir 


Frederick told newsmen who asked 
ebout loans that he was "not up to 
that stage now."

Every 12 Days 


Commission Reports 
Material Cut in 
Shipbuilding Time 


Wuhington—tr/— New 
fighting 


ships are joining the fleet at the 
rate of one every 12 days, the na- 
tional defense commission reported 
today. 


Making public an analysis of the 


navy's $7.700,000.(JOO ship construc- 
tion and alteration 
program, the 


commission said its study showed 
shipbuilding time had been cut ma- 
terially. 


"The 40-month building period 


for completing cruisers has been cut 
as much as one-eighth," it con- 
tinued, "and submarine construction 
time has been cut from 30 months 
to 24 months. Destroyers under con- 
struction are being launched three 
months ahead of schedules." 


Smaller Shops 


Mentioning some short-cuts, the 


commission said a completed diesel 
engine was installed in one ship be- 
ing built at the Tampa, Fla.. ship- 
yards, instead of being assembled in 
the ship piecemeal. 


"Following this same procedure, 


entire boilers will be delivered." 
the statement said. "Auxiliary ma- 
chinery will be completed and as- 
sembled outside the yards, thus 
requiring only the actual installa- 
tion work to be done within the 
shipbuilding yards themselves." 


This procedure, it was expiainee", 


would permit the smaller machine 
shops throughout the nation to par- 
ticipate in building up materials 
and sub-assemblies necessary to the 
program. 


The analysis showed that con-

Badoglio to 
Retire at His 
Own Request 


Rome —tR— The resignation of 


Marshal Pietro Badoglio as chief of 
he Italian general staff was an- 
nounced officially today. 


He was replaced by General Ugo 


Cavallero. veteran of three Italian 
wars and until recently comman- 
der of the Italian forces in East 
Africa. 


Badoglio, Italy's most famed sol- 


dier.* sometimes called the "Italian 
Hindenburg," had been chief of the 
general staff for 15 years. 


As such, he had supreme com- 


mand of all three branches of the 
nation's fighting forces. A com- 
munique announcing the resigna- 
tion gave no reason, saying only it 
was "on his own request.' 


Cavallero, who is 60 years old, 


nine years younger than Badogiio. 
first fought in the Libyan war of 
1912-1913 and won the bronze medal 
for military valor.

At the beginning of the World 


war he served as an aide to the 
army chief of staff and later was 
named chief of operations in the 
high command. In this office he 
was credited with playing an im- 
portant part in reorganizing Italian 
defenses on the Piave after 
the 


Caporetto disaster and directing the 
campaign which led to the final 
Italian victory at Vittorio Veneto. 


Won Military Honor 


For his services in this critical 


phase he received the highest mili- 
tary order of Savoia. 


Cavallero retired from active ser- 


vice after representing Italy for 
two years on the inter-allied mili- 
tary commission at Versailles. In 
1925 Premier Mussolini named him 
undersecretary of war.

are being forced tojbear the burden 
of the European conflict on their 
bowed backs. 


Not only must they endure harsh 


privations and heart-breaks, but the 
fear and death and destruction of 
bombing—one of the most terrible 
of war's experiences. 
• 


So great is the strain imposed on 


civilian morale that to my mind its 
cracking in one or more of the war- 
ring nations is increasingly possible. 


I don't necessarily mean that this 


will happen in the immediate fu 
ture. It might come tomorrow or a 
year from tomorrow. It depends on 
how much can be endured by rag- 
ged nerves. 


If and when it does come, howev- 


er, it will mark war's end—provid- 
ed all the allies of either side col- 
lapse simultaneously. It seems to 
me that this is the manner in which 
peace is most likely to 
arrive— 


through the inability of some one of 
the civilian populations to endure 
more punishment. 


England Hit Hardest 


This may not mean a revolution. 


It may be that the people simply 
will be 'either unable or unwilling 
to follow their government further. 


Thus far the civilians of Britain 


have suffered far more than those 
of Germany and Italy. 
Let none 


think that the British 
isles have 


been other than a hell during the 
past six months, as the nazi bomb- 
ers have tried to blast them from 
their moorings. 


There have been thousands of ci- 


vilian casualties; countless homes 
have been destroyed. And yet only 
yesterday parliament rejected by a 
vote of 341 to 4 a motion by three 
leftist members who urged that 
Britain seek peace 
immediately. 


Apparently the Britons still can 
"take it." 


With Britain's growing strength, 


Ihe German people also have had to 
stand the bombing, along with oth- 
er hardships. Their trial has been 
shorter and probably less fierce, but 
t has been nevertheless hard. Still 
we have heard no complaints. They 
are standing by their leadership. 


It's Italy's Turn 


And now, at long last, the Italian 


public enters the lists as misfortune 
overtakes them in the Grecan ad- 
venture, and the British inaugurate 
their major offensive against Sig- 
nor Mussolini. True. Italy previous- 
ly had been subjected to rigid food 
rationing. The American depart- 
ment of agriculture says that the 
British blockade has disorganized 
the Italian economic structure, that 
*ere is a shortage of supplies, and

from 
malnutrition—a 


statement which Italy denies 


However, up to recently, Italy's 


fine old cities as a whole haven't 


j known the horrors of bombing. The 
civilian population has endured 
privation, but little terror and death 
and destruction. Now for the first 
time the British are able to reach 
all Italy from Crete and other Greek

enemy claims that the people are 
sick over the fascist reverses in 
Greece and Albania; that they fine 
great hardship in the rationing of

From personal 
investigation on 


the ground, I am convinced that the 
Italian people as a whole do have 
small use for Hitler and his pro- 
gram. However, I feel equally sure 
that they have a real affection and 
regard for Signer Mussolini. 


It would be unjust and rash for 


us to accept unconfirmed reports. 
We must await the verdict of the 
Italian people themselves—wheth- 
er they want to see the war through 
to the bitter end, or whether they 
may advise il duce that they pre- 
fer to follow him in peace rather 
than in war.

Names with historical significance 
or with Indian or French origin arc 
usually appropriate, but care should 
oe exercised that the Indian names

Mr. Mark Sullivan thinks "It is of 


high importance to everybody" that 
Mr. Joseph P. Kennedy should tell 
the world whether he believes that 
"democracy is finished in England" 
and whether "after the war Eng- 
land is going to have what Mr. 
Kennedy is said to have called na- 
tional socialism." This, if you ex- 
amine it, is a good deal to ask of 
any man. For on the question of 
whether democracy is finished in 
England, the answer 
would de- 


pend on what Mr. Kennedy chooses 
to mean by democracy. And on the 
second question, what kind of social 
order there is to be in England af- 
ter the war, the answer will depend 
on a prophetic knowledge of the 
course of the war and all its vast 
consequences—a knowledge which 
no human being can conceivably 
possess. 


To ask Mr. Kennedy to 
say 


whether England is still a democra- 
cy is to invite him to start a quar- 
rel about words. For there will be 
those who will say that Great Brit- 
ain is a country where Parliament 
meets while the bombs are falling, 
where the ministers of the crown re- 
port continually to 
Parliament, 


where the government can be criti- 
cized in the press and on the plat- 
form, where elections are 
held, 


where the courts are sitting, where 
conscientious objectors are respect- 
ed and that never in the history of 
the world has there been such a 
demonstration of the vitality of a 
democracy. If then some one choos- 
es'to retort that this embattled de- 
mocracy has given to its responsible 
government extraordinary 
powers 


over industry and over the life of 
the people in war time, that will be 
true. And if some one then chooses 
to say that democracy is "finished" 
because it is making these extraor- 
dinary sacrifices to save itself from 
destruction, he is of course entitled 
to his opinion, and even in Eng- 
land, where democracy is supposed 
to be finished his opinion will be 
published. 


But he should be wary of such 


opinions: for there will be many 
who will ask, as a young English 
airman asked me the other day in 
honest 
bewilderment, 
whether 


Americans thought democracy was 
lawful government responsible 
to

For Joe Louis, now 
that he has become an orator as 
well as a pugilist, would have to 
reply that until he knew whether 
he was goinq to knock out the next 
contender or be himself knocked 
out. it was pretty foolish to ask him 
what he was going to dp about his 
subsequent opponents; indeed un- 
;•] his next fight was over and he 
knew the result, he would not even 
know who his next opponent was 
going to be. Yet Mr. Kennedy is 
expected to know what the British 
oeople will be doing after the war 
has been fought and the 
peace

gun. 
If Mr. Kennedy knows that, 


he is not an ex-ambassador. He is 
the Delphic Oracle, the Sibyl of 


sweating and 
struggling

present but gods to whom nothing 
is a mystery. 


But since we art not gods, the 


only answer to Mr. Sullivan's ques- 
tion .it that the future of English 
society, and of every other society 
on earth, will be shaped by the 
survivors of the war in the cir- 
cumstances which will prevail as 
this long and unpredictable -war 
proceeds. No one can say more, and 
no one who has.grasped, the com- 
plexity and the duration of this im- 
rsense historic crisis will imagine 
that he can say more.

will know how to liquidate its debts of 
honor," said the retiring president, when 
he took over American oil wells and 
American owned farm lands. But no one 
has discovered the secret of how this li- 
quidation is to take place. 
Mexico is 


probably, acre~'for acre, richer than any 
territory on earth but its "honor" has kept 
it in rags. 


At the present time, any American 


who would make an investment of any 
consequence in Mexico should be brought 
before thjt county judge before he signs 
the check. For over- a century Mexican 
promises have not stacked up with -Mexi- 


deeds. And deeds are still of consid- 


,/erable importance in a practical world. 


Japan Tr/t$ to Save Us 


Japan's new ambassador to Washing- 


ton,, Admiral Nomura, repeated for corre- 
spondents the prevailing oral attitude of 


'• Nippon toward this country. 


" It may be remembered that about two 


months ago, the Jap government took a 


, very threatening attitude toward Ameri- 


ca'. The first interpretation of this con- 


•_. duct was that Japan had joined hands 
- with the Axis, and therefore, 
became 


hostile to us. 


But this was a mistake. Tokyo says it 


was a mistake. 
And Tokyo is always 


- straightforward. There was no hostility 
' against America at all. There was the 


- intention of doing something 
to 
keep 


America from going to war. But the idea 
was never to help the Axis but to help 
America. 


The deep and profound thoughts of the 


Japs escaped surface thinkers the world 


^ over. The Japs merely reasoned that if 


we got into the world war, all civilization 
would perish. Since they are very much 
interested in civilization, they started out 


> to do something for it. In their simple 


and humble way, they threatened us. It 
looked childish, but even Heaven is pat- 
terned after the ways of children. Of 
course, there is a purity to childhood 
which is sometimes lacking in things de- 
nominated childish. 


Ostensibly, we will accept the Japan- 


ese explanation. Actually, we will keep 
an eye on all things Japanese. We may 
c'o some very ally things at times, but we 
hope the country never drops down to the 
plane where ;t may be just spoofed.

Gifts Become Expensive 


Thirty years ago the state took over as 


a gift from its founder the Stout Institute 
at Menomonie, a school established to 
train teacher^ of manual arts and domes- 
tic science. 


At the time the deal was proposed, 


certain members of the state legislature 
expressed doubt about the wisdom of it. 
With due deference to the public spirit of 
the donors, they pointed out that Dunn 
county, where the school is located, is 
some 200 miles from the center of the 
state's population, and that if the state 
were to support such a facility, a location 
in eastern or central Wisconsin would be 
far more feasible. Moreover, they point- 
ed out that acceptance of the gift and the 
introduction of this new field of teacher- 
training in the Wisconsin school system 
would mean big future expenditures by 
the state treasury. 


Last week the president of the insti- 


tute appeared at the capitol to bear out 
that prophecy. 


He asked for $632,125 in appropriations 


for the next two years, a sizeable chunk 
of public money for a single school. He 
asked for $115,679 more than he spent 
during the present biennium, he said, be- 
cause lie needed $100,000 to build a new 
library. The library was the most urgent 
need for the school, he said, although the 
school needed many other physical im- 
provements. 


The state invited such demands when 


it accepted the gift of a big property far 
away in the hinterland, and the present 
experience ought to be sufficient to warn 
state legislatures to be'cautious in exam- 
ining future offers. There are now pend- 
ing several proposed gifts of lands for 
state parks, fish hatcheries, and other de- 
velopments. It must be remembered that 
when acceptance is made, it is the begin- 
ning of a new overhead expense which 
cannot thereafter be eliminated. 


Wastefulness at the Capitol 


The other day .the Post-Crescent made 


the point that- state capitol departments 
are wasting large sums of public money 
as the result of a lack of centralization 
and correlation in their publishing activi- 
ties. By establishing a central publicity 
and printing office which would supervise 
all such projects of the state government,, 
we argued, it would no longer be possible 
for one state department to launch ex- 
pensive publicity programs 
duplicating 


the efforts of'some other department. 


Now along comes a shining illustration 


of the argument. 


The department of agriculture has just 


published a new general bulletin of infor- 
mation on Wisconsin, No. 220. The print- 
ing order calls for 50,000 copies, and the 
total printing, paper and engraving cost, 
we are informed, will be about $5,000, not 
estimating the wages and 
salaries in- 


volved in its preparation. 


The bulletin is a creditable piece of 


work. The trouble is that whole chapters 
of the book—which will be distributed 
wholesale at a cost of more than 10 cents 
apiece to the ^public—duplicate material 
already published. The conservation de- 
partment publishes numerous expensive 
brochures on the natural and scenic beau- 
ties of Wisconsin. There is a special book- 
let published by the latter on state parks. 
The crop reporting service publishes pe- 
riodically all the essential information 
on Wisconsin agriculture. The industrial 
commission furnishes, to all who apply, 
statistical data on business and industry. 
Even the Blue Book, which costs half a 
dollar a copy to publish and is also dis- 
tributed free, has already covered the 
same ground. 


Bulletin 220 can be accounted as noth- 


ing but a futile and unnecessary expen- 
diture of public money. It is high time 
that the right arm in the stale government 
knows what the left is doing.

Washington—There were no fireworks in that 


closely guarded conference between the presi- 
dent and Representative Martin Diet. The two 
men talked things over'amiably, though neither 
pulled his punches. 


Roosevelt criticized Dies' publicity antics, and 


the Texan complained that the FBI had refused 
to "cooperate." Most of the discussion was on 
this point. 


Roosevelt bluntly declared that Dies had ham* 


percd the FBI by releasing premature publicity 
on subversive agents whose operations were 
fully known, but who were being secretly kept 
under surveillance in order to ascertain their 
tie-ups and higher-ups. He cited three specific 
instances given him by the FBI. 


"I didn't call you here to censure you. Mar- 


tin," the president said in effect, "but to con- 
sult with you on how to get better results in 
what you are doing. You say you want better 
cooperation between your committee and the 
FBI. Fine, but you can't get it by sniping at the 
FBI. That will have to stop—and stop right 
now." 


Another point Roosevelt stressed was that 


Dies' shotgun press methods had unjustly cast 
suspicion on innocent persons. The president 
mentioned particularly the case of the League 
for Peace and Democracy, whose mailing list 
was*published by the Dies last year with a big 
fanfare of publicity. 
DIES' SIDE. 


Dies vigorously defended this and tossed sev- 


eral "I-told-you-so's" back at Roosevelt. 


"It wasn't our fault if anyone got singed by 


the publication of those names," Dies argued. 
"The committee exposed the League as a Com- 
munist front long before, and those fellows had 
plenty of time to have their names taken off the 
rolls. If they didn't it was their fault. 


"Also I might add that we were chiefly re- 


sponsible for driving the League to cover. You 
never "hear of it any more, and no one doubts 
any longer that it was controlled by the Reds. 


"And, incidentally, we made the same charge 


against the CIO. I told you in our conference 
two years ago that John L. Lewis was working 
with the Communists. Now it's an established 
'act that .at least ten CIO unions with whom 
Lewis has been, cheek-by-jowl are Communist- 
controlled." 


The president admitted that Dies had him 


;herc, also that the investigating committee 
has done some "excellent work." But at the 
same time. Roosevelt insisted, Dies has been an 
obstructive influence by interfering with the 
TBI through "giving too much publicity to your 
activities." 


"Well, the FBI has never gone out of its way 


:o cooperate with us," rebutted Dies. "We've al- 
ways turned over our files to them, but every 
time we ask to see an FBI file, they refuse. 


In the end, Dies agreed to exercise more care 


and to confer with Attorney General Bob Jack- 
son on a plan to avoid future conflicts. "In the 
future," he said, "if a conflict arises and the FBI 
s watching a spy or saboteur, I can promise 
you that we won't interfere." 


Note—Dies has one White House supporter. 


Toward the end of the conference, General "Pa" 
Wataon, the president's hefty appointment sec- 
retary, strolled in and several times interjected, 
'He's right, Mr. President, he's right." Right or 
wrong, Roosevelt took no chances on subsequent 
controversy as to what was said. A stenographer 
took notes of the entire discussion, a very un- 
usual procedure. 
DIPLOMATIC CHAFF 


G. Henry-Haye, new French ambassador, will 


leave Washington soon for "consultations" with 
Vichy. It is not likely that he will come back. 
As former Mayor of Versailles, Haye was popu- 
ar with Americans in Paris, but never with 
Americans in the United States. . . . Irony of 
diplomatic fate is that when Mussolini marched 
nto Albania, the U. S. state department actually 
condoned it. Instead of registering a protest as in 
the case of other occupied countries, the state 
department dropped the Albanian minister from 
ts diplomatic list. Meanwhile, the diplomatic 
•epresentatives of Czechoslovakia, Poland. Hol- 
and, Belgium, Norway, Denmark, still are listed. 
But if the Greeks keep on going they will win 
sack Albania for the Albanians. . . . Henry 
tforweb, who probably will be relieved as am- 
aassador to Peru, has behind him the family 
which dominates the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 
This year the Plain Dealer supported Willkie. 


. . The Rumanian Legation in Washington is 


almost empty. Most of its diplomats, being pro- 
British and anti-Nazi, have resigned. Able Min- 
ister Irimescu long ago saw the handwriting on 
the wall and got himself a good engineering 
job in New York. 
U. S. VOLUNTEER AMBASSADOR 


Now that Japan has recognized the puppet 


Chinese government of Wang Ching-Wei, a 
hitherto confidential story can be told of how 
the United Slates was almost put in the position 
of acting as negotiator between Japan and Chi- 
na. 


The story revolves round the amateur diplo- 


macy of Francis Sayre, ambitious son-in-law of 
Woodrow Wilson, now high commissioner to the 
Philippines. Apparently Mr. Sayre determined, 
single-handed, to make peace between Japan 
and China and several months ago telegraphed 
Ambassador Grew in Tokyo that he wanted to 
see'the Emperor of Japan, the foreign minister 
and other bigwigs. 


The interview with the Emperor never came 


off, but Sayre did see ForeiRn Minister Anta. 
who proposed that the U. S. High Commissioner 
to the Philippines act as s-ecret intermediary at 
a Hongkong conference between representatives 
of Japan and General Chianc Kai-shek. 


Naturally Commissioner Sayre was flattered, 


but he had to tell the foreign minister that he 
was in .Japan only unofficially. And when the 
matter'was reported back to the state depart- 
ment. Sayre got a scorching call-down from Act- 
ing Secretary of State Welles. The tone of Wel- 
les' message was such that it must have been 
OK'd by the president personally. 


What made Sayre's schoolboy diplomacy so 


embarrassing for the state department was that 
it came just as the United States had been taking 
a firm diplomatic stand in the Far East, and urg- 
ing the British in effect to stand pat regarding 
the use of the Burma Road, chief munitions 
route for the Chinese army. The state depart- 
ment long has believed, under both Republican 
and Democratic administrations, that Japan 
would .accept no peace in China unless'she took 
over ail of North China, and that any peace ov- 
ertures by the United States were only misun- 
derstood as a sign of American weakness. 


Despite this call-down, Commissioner Sayre 


made other calls on high Japanese government 
officials, but finally left Tokyo a very much re- 
buked and mollified roving ambassador. 


Note—Admiral Nomura, new Japanese am- 


bassador to the United States, served as naval 
attache in Washington while Roosevelt was As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy. The two men 
were good friends, and during the twenty-five 
years that have elapsed, have kept up a regular 
correspondence.

Sen. Walter F. George, unsensa-

Most difficult, because he has al- 


ways skirted the rim of anecdotal 
activities that give, in a paragraph, 
the nature of the man. Easiest, be- 
cause from youth he has pursued a 
course that is almost completely 
barren of those inexplicable incon- 
sistencies which the column biog- 
rapher must brush aside or build 
from molehills into mountains. 


In Senate Since 1925 


Senator George came to the Sen- 


ate in 1922. He could have come a 
few months earlier than he did, but 
with a gesture of Georgian courtesy, 
he bowed out of the picture follow- 
ing the death of Sen. Thomas E, 
Watson in order that Mrs. Rebecca 
I* Felton. an elderly and distin- 
guished lady in the state, might 
have the honor of being the first of 
her sex to sit in the upper house of 
Congress. 


Soon after, in an election Mrs. 


Felton did not enter, he dumb- 
founded the state's politicians by 
walking away with the 
vote— 


dumbfounded them because al- 
though he had held judgcships in 
the state for 15 years, he was not 
even thought of as a politician or a 
man capable of piling up votes in 
the hurly-burly of a southern sena- 
torial race. 


With the same quiet persuasive- 


ness that he used then and a faculty 
for making influential friends in 
every hamlet and city in his baili- 
wick. Senator George has been re- 
elected with tick-tock regularity— 
even in 1938. when (because of his 
devastating attack on the Supreme 
Court revision plan) he was slated 
by the New Deal and President 
Roosevelt, himself, for the "purge." 


Bygones Are Bygones 


His split with the administration, 


according to intimates, has left no 
scars and his elevation to the now 
all-important post of chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, following the death of Sen. 
Key Pittman, has caused no pains 
at the White House or State Depart- 
ment. As a matter of fact, his broth- 
er southerner, Secretary of State 
Cordell Hull/is one of his closest 
friends and the senator already has; 
informed the press that as chairman 
he will continue to be as fully in. 
accord with the present foreign pol- 
icies as he has been as a senior 
member of the committee. 


George was born in Preston. Ga., 


G2 years ago. Working as a farm la- 
borer, he made his way through 
grade school and Mercer university 
to an L.L.D. degree. He started prac- 
ticing in Vienna, Ga., in 1901 and 
six years later was elected' circuit 
judge. He remained on various state 
benches for 15 years. 


An Able Speaker 


If. today, the severe, patrician, 


white-haired gentleman from Geor- 
gia has any outstanding characteris- 
tics, they are these: 
Ability as a 


speaker which, though lacking in 
political pyrotechnics, almost al- 
ways fills the Senate floor and gal- 
leries with eager listeners; an amaz- 
ing memory typified by the time 
when he gave a reporter a 20-m:nutc 
extemporaneous statement and an 
hour later repeated it, word for 
word, period for period, to other re- 
porters who had gotten wind of the 
story: and a dry humor that 
fre- 


quently has a practical twist.

cently though the defense program 
has absorbed many, the WPA to- 
tals have not gone down with cor- 
responding rapidity. 


The public, too, has had the im- 


pression that WPA workers did not 
want to take jobs in private em- 
ployment The official warning by 
Mr. Hunter minces no words about 
the consequences that will befall 
those who refuse work in private 
industry. The exact language of the 
notice that WPA state administra- 
tors are instructed to post every- 
where that WPA workers assemble 
is significant of a move which may' 
have a widespread effect. It says: 


"To all project wage employes: 
"It is your responsibility to take 


advantage of all opportunities for 
private and public employment. 
You are required to accept bona 
fide offers of private or public em- 
ployment whether of a permanent 
or temporary nature, in accordance 
with section 16 of the Emergency 
Relief Appropriation act fiscal year 
1941. provided: 


"You 
are capable of performing 


such work. 


"The wage for such employment 


is not less than the prevailing wage 
for such work in the community 
where you reside. 


"Such employment is not in con- 


flict with established union rela- 
tionships. 


"Such employrrient provides rea- 


sonable working conditions. . . . 


"If you leave WPA employment 


for private or public employment 
and lose such employment, you are 
entitled to reassignment on a WPA 
project provided: (1) you lose the 
job through no fault of your own. 
(2) you are still in need, and (3) 
you have drawn all unemployment 
compensation benefits available to 
you. 


"If you do not accept such offers 


of private or public employment, 
you will lose your present assign- 
ment and you will be ineligible for 
reassignment during the period for 
which such private or public em- 
ployment Is available.- 
Therefore, 


take advantage of all offers of jobs 
for which you qualify." 


Equally important is the com- 


nent of the acting WPA adminis- 
trator to all state administrators to 
the effect that "the astitnment and 
continued employment of such ptr- 
sons on projects financed with 
WPA funds Is secondary to tbt re- 
sponsibility of facilitating tha ob- 
taining by such persons of private 
or public jobs." 


The WPA goes even further and 


calls attention to the fact that on 
certain WPA projects of even a de- 
fense nature, workers must be re- 
leased "to accept appropriate pri- 
vate or public employment" 


Loopholes 


It might seem on its face that 


there are some loopholes which 
would enable workers to decline 
employment outside the WPA, but 
these are not substantial and mere- 
ly allow for those situations in 
which an employe might find it de- 
sirable to refuse a job because of 
reasons beyond his control 
This 


might happen if work were offered 
him, for example, for strike-break- 
ing or ir situations where he might 
become involved in labor disputes. 
But in the main, the question of 
whether a worker is really quali 
fied to do work offered him by pri 
vate employers can readily be es- 
tablished. WPA workers have been 
represented in the majority of the 
cases as anxious to get off the rolls, 
yet the minority of instances con 
stitute a drain which, it now i* be- 
lieved, can be removed by proper 
publicity as to the responsibilities 
of the WPA employes toward oth- 
er employment. 


Tne emphasis given by the WPA 


headquarters here is designed to re- 
move all doubts as to the intention 
of the WPA to cut down its rolls. 
Complaints have 
been received 


from farmers in the west and busi- 
nesses in the east that WPA work 
ers have been shunning work offer 
ed 
them. Employers, 
however, 


ought to be well advised as to what 
• the "prevailing wage rate" in 
heir communities so that there will 
be an avoidance of efforts by em- 
ploying officers to get WPA labor 
it prices that amount to exploita- 
tion.

Canned Cheese Is 
Becoming Popular 


Canned natural cheese appears to 


be on its way into one of the larg- 
est food-selling 
channels 
of the 


country, that is, the city sandwich 
trade, according to a bulletin re- 
ceived 
by County Agent J. F. 


Magnus from the department of ag- 
riculture. 


Recently a 28,000-pound carload 


of canned natural cheese, enough to 
make a half 
million sandwiches, 


was shipped to Washington, D. C. 
by a dairy association in the state 
of Washington. Twelve and a half 
tons of this cheese was destined to 
one of the largest chain drug store 
companies in the country and the 
rest to the Marine Corps at Norfolk, 
Virginia. 


The cheese in this shipment is in 


5-pound tins of the size and shape 
of an ordinary 
loaf of sandwich 


bread. It can be cut into slices of 
just the right size to make sand- 
wiches, one slice to a sandwich. The 
cheese can even be sliced before it 
is put into the cans. In the valved 
tin cans it will cure just the same 
as if it were stored in the usual 
way on open shelves in the curing

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Maine's Last Big Game Animal 
Threatened by Illegal Killers 


Maine gome wardens exhibit a pile of illegally shot deer seized in raids on hide-outs. 


Bandar, Me. —<IV- Maine's game' 


wardens arc fighting an uphill bat- 
tle these winter days against poacli- j 
ers who are illegally slaying the' 
whitetail deer, the state's last real 
big game animal. 


While many poachers kill deer in j 


daytime, the majority do their 
slaughtering at night. 


Epuipped with a flashlight of 


three or more cells, and either a 
rifle or shotgun loaded with double 
O buckshot, the poacher moves into 
the feeding grounds. Snapping on 
the light he plays the beam back 
and forth across the field or or- 
chard until he "picks up" the eye 
of a deer. 


The helpless, startled 
animal 


gazes into the blinding light and 
awaits its fate. The eyes loom up 
like two glowing coals in the dark- 
ness. 
Holding the light 
firmly 


against the barrel of the gun, and 
holding his breath so that the vapor 
will not blur the sights, the poacher 
takes aim squarely between those 
two flashing eyes, squeezes the 
trigger and it's all over. The deer 
is then dressed and hidden in the 
woods and the night hunter moves 
on to other feeding grounds to kill. 


The deer are sold 
to luckless 


nimrods who do not know 
that 


buying and selling deer is against 
the law or to those who do know 
and are willing to take the risk. 
The animals are sold for from $5 to 


$25, according to size and appear- 
ance. Frequently a prize specimen 
brings as much as $50. 


The poachers keep their deer 


hidden in old barns and cabins back 
in the big woods and it is on these 
places the wardens make raid after 
raid. The seized carcasses are drag- 
ged out of the woods and taken by 
van to the nearest cold storage 
plant. There they remain, increas- 
ing in number almost daily, until 
the place is crowded with them. 
Ihe frozen carcasses are then trans- 
ported to Augusta, the State capital 
and turned over to the Department 
of Inland Fisheries and Game. They 
are later given to various hospitals 
and charitable institutions.

the altruistic war for the liberation of the Italian people a statement of the 
aims of the London-Athens axis in this field of the great conflict is ur- 
gently. needeaVUp to this time the Greeks have been so busy rescuing 
Italian Midler* from MuMolini's military slavery that they jeem to have 


given no thought to the important matter of hearten-. 
ing the Italians at home, This' program should be ob- 
vious, but, nevertheless. the Greeks should take occa- 
sion to let the Italians know positively what they in- 
tend to do for them. It k a plan which should appeal 
strongly to the" whole Italian nation, for it was bor- 
rowed bodily from their own national program, with 
which every school child in Italris familiar. 


First, of course, the humane Greeks intend to deliver 


the Italians from the clutches of nazi Germany— a 
humiliating condition of national life which has 
aroused the sympathy of all who respect the Italian 
character. Thi* means, naturally, that Mussolini and 
Ciano must go. because they are false leaders who 
have betrayed the Italian nation to the fuehrer in re-

not many homes which had clocks.

of fate and the cock of St. Peter. 
To mark each passing hour, the 
cock of St. Peter used to flap his 
wings and crow, 


Other clocks had figures of the 


12 apostles and of angels. Many 
persons gathered to watch the fig- 
ures move. A few clocks of this 
type have been kept m operation 
up into modern times. Perhaps the 
most famous of them is the one at 
Strasburg. a city near the border 
between France and Germany. 


The spring clock was a good in- { 


vention. but soon it was found that 
the spring would not unwind at an 
even rate. This made the clock keep 
poor time. 


The use of a pendulum did a 


great deal to stop such trouble. 
Pendulums were ficst placed on 
clocks about 300 years ago, and 
brought about a new day in time- 
telling. Although they are not com- 
mon nowadays, they still are in 
use. Tall "grandfather's clocks" are 
fitted with long pendulums. 


Clocks of huge size have been set 


up in certain modern cities. One 
which 
has obtained widespread 


fame is called "Big Ben," and has 
told time for the people of London 
for more than 80 years. A bell with 
a weight of 13 and a half tons was 
cast for the clock in 1858. 


Big Ben has four faces, each with 


huge hands. The minute hand on 
each face is 14 feet long. 


An even larger clock (the largest 


in the world) was built in 1908 and 
was placed on a factory building in 
Jersey City, N. J. 
This mighty 


time-teller was given a face 38 
feet wide and two hands with com- 
bined weight of more than half a 
ton

Britain Will 
Be Defeated, 
Haas Believes 


Says .Help From U. S. . 
Isn't Enough to Keep 
England From Falling 


Neemk—Britain is 
doomed, In 


the opinion of Grant Haas, Madison; 
who in another of a series of lec- 
tures on world affairs last night at 
Kimberly school declared that tht 
United States cannot 
save Eng- 


land. 


"If the United States sends every- 


thing it produce*, we still can't 
save Britain. We can't send her 
enough planes and war supplies. 
The situation is exceedingly bad, 
and if Britain can last for the next 
four or five months, a miracle will 
have been wrought" 


Britain finally has told the Unit- 


ed States of the extent of the dam- 
age done to her by Germany, and 
this damage has impaired 40 per 
cent of the effectiveness of its in- 
dustry, Haas said. 


England, according to Haas, hasnt 


enough bombers to fight Germany 
which at the beginning of the war 
produced 3,000 planes a month and 
since has increased it to 4.000. The 
British have shot down less than 
one month's production, 3.100, and 
she has received only 343 from the 
United States in the last' month. 
British production of planes totals 
2,000 a month from 
all its re- 


sources. 


"Britain is getting 
licked and 


there's nothing we can do about it," 
Haas declared as he deplored the 
fact that America didn't realize 
the seriousness of the conflict and 
its effect on this country. "Eng- 
land has kidded us and we have 
kidded ourselves," the lecturer as- 
serted, contending that it is futile 
for the United States to send planes 
and supplies to Britain to the ex- 
tent where it will endanger us. 


Haas also talked on Japan's ex- 


pansion program, and 
compared 


Japan to Great Britain in their raw 
materials and island locations. Ja- 
pan, he said, has a large variety of 
natural resources but hasn't enough 
of each one and she is looking for 
a convenient source of raw ma- 
terials. 


He predicted that Japan and Eng- 


land will see "eye to eye" in the 
future because of their similarity.

Washington. D. C.—Recent promising official utterances giving dates 


when we shall have ready specific numbers of army divisions, navy ships 
and army and navy fighting planes are something like the earlier way of 
reporting armaments "on hand or on order." 


Progress has been commendable. Most officials in the urmament effort 


have done the best they could under present handicaps 
of faulty organization, planning and insufficient au- 
thority. But it is a mistake to make promises of per- 
formances so far ahead and especially to do so in 
terms of "airplanes," "divisions," or "men under arms." 
They are too general in their meaning. They do not 
paint the true picture to people who arc not familiar 
with just what the words mean. They are apt to paint 
too rosy a picture. 


A survey of all the utterances of £he war depart- 


ment, for example, over the past lew years, would 
generally indicate a continuing satisfactory state of 
affairs—at least up to the spring of this year. A glance 
at our present predicament, in comparison, would in- 
dicate how mistaken and misleading they have been. 


It would be a lot better to put the soothing syrup 


back on the shelf and give us the bitter with the sweet. We can take it. 
We even suspect it 


The phrase "five thousand army airplanes" in estimating future produc-
